ment energy broker the Alberta Power Pool, had no 
reason to tender high bids for power, according to 
Liberal energy critic Lance White 

“If there are only five bidders and each one can 


only buy 20 per cent, it is going to be lowball, lowball, 
lowball,” said White. “Anyone who has ever gone to 
an auction and there are 12 pieces of furniture and 
only five bidders knows the prices aren't going to go 
very high.” 

White said the province should have realized the 
auction was going poorly and scrapped the plan. 

“But they didn’t have a plan B,” he said. “Now 
they’re trying to look to invent the most creative way 
to use that $1 billion to get them by the next election.” 

White is also critical of the 
amount of the government's foot 
dragging while developing the 
deregulation scheme. For five years 
the industry hasn’t produced any 
more generating plants because of 
uncertainty over deregulation. Now 
as the province imports power from 
B.C. and Saskatchewan, and 
demand has outstripped supply, 
prices are going up. 

“You don’t have to be a mathe- 
matician to figure out what’s going 
to happen when there is a shortage 
of power and an abundance of con- 
sumers. The price ain’t going to 
come down. 

“We can’t build the darned things 
fast. enough. You don’t add water, stir and open a new 
power plant next Thursday.” 

Wachowich was critical of the way the province 
has handled deregulation, calling the creation of a 
provincial power pool, “a movement away from sim- 
plicity.” 

The bottom line, though, is that homeowners will 
be hung out to dry, Wachowich said. 

“West Edmonton Mall, for example, is one of the 
biggest consumers in Edmonton. These guys can 
exert some purchasing clout that you and I can’t,” he 
said. “Epcor isn’t going to try to win me back if I go to 
Enmax but if you are the Manulife Building or Oxford 
Group with four office towers and you say ‘I’m think- 
ing about changing suppliers,’ you can bet they are 
going to bend over backwards to accommodate you.” 

That theory holds some water but has leaks, 
according to University of Alberta economics profes- 
sor Joseph Doucet. He says governments have always 
held out offers of cheap utilities or tax rebates as eco- 
nomic development tools. But under deregulation, 
Doucet says a shrewd com 

petitor could clean up in the residential market- 
place if homeowners are left by the wayside while 
utilities woo industry. 

“Epcor can’t have any interest in screwing residen- 
tial customers just to attract business (to the city) 
because that is not what they are there for,” he said. 

“Very large customers are in a better position to 
negotiate but . . . the deregulation of the market 
means Epcor no longer has monopoly over retail 
sales which means you and I can choose to buy from 
someone else. We have a choice.”

Didn’t we already have Jazz 
City, Street Performers, K-Days 
activities, Blueberry Bluegrass in 
Stony Plain and Big Valley just up 
the road on the August long week- 
end while Heritage Days draws 
tens of thousands at the same 
time? A week later the Folk 
Festival annually sells out and 
right on the heels of that event, the 
second biggest Fringe Festival in 
the Western World kicks in for 10 
days. If that isn’t quite enough the 
ESO caps the whole deal off with a 
marvelous banquet of classical 
music in Hawrelak Park on the 
final weekend of summer. 

Well, the folks at Blues 
International Ltd. took a look at 
the situation and figured there was 
room for one more -major blow-out 
in the form of a blues festival. Cam 
Hayden, Carroll Deen and Mike 
Purcell got a great reading on what 
the potential response would be to 
such an event and in the space of 
12 months — two festivals — their 
company has a legitimate winner 
on its hands. 

Last Saturday night the second 
annual Labatt Blues Festival came 
within a shade of selling out for 
the day, thanks in part to a strong 
lineup that peaked with a double- 
barrelled blast of the blues cour- 
tesy of the Fabulous Thunderbirds 
and the James Harman Band. 

After attending both editions of 
the festival, it’s obvious that one of 
the other winning components is 
the venue Blues International 
chose to signa deal with, booking 
a weekend in August for an entire 
decade. 

The Heritage Amphitheatre in 
Hawrelak Park is an absolute win- 
ner with this crowd and so it

all points of the raked site, easy 
access by foot or transit, the par- 
tially covered audience area and a 
huge and practical stage make for 
an incredibly inviting environment. 

As at the Blueberry Bluegrass 
Festival, everyone in attendance 
seems to be devoted to the music 
and all ears and eyes are on the 
stage whenan act hits the deck.

But unlike the Lion King, Beauty 
remains largely faithful to the film 
script. 

Screenwriter Linda Wolverton 
simply expanded it, fleshing out a 
few roles. One significant differ- 
ence, however, is the state of 
enchanted castle staff. The film 
opened with Cogsworth, Lumiere 
et al already transformed into fur- 
niture. On stage, their curse is 
gradual; over the years they slowly

In the City of Champions, indie filmmakers dig up a distinct genre

ou're walking down the street, 

minding your own business, 

and you run into a gang of rot- 
ting, growling, reanimated human 
corpses — and festival season is 
over. Do you call a cop? Nope. 
Chances are the undead are simply 
part of not one, not two, but three 
zombie films currently being shot 
around town. 

Given that there are usually no 
films about the undead being made 
around here, you've got to wonder 
what's up. Maybe it has something 
to do with the 30th anniversary 
edition of the George A. Romero 
classic Night of the Living Dead, 
released last year. Or maybe film- 
maker Bruce McDonald’s upcom- 
ing zombie flick Pontypool 
Changes Everything has put out 
some sort of creepy vibe. Just 
what, exactly, is suddenly so great 
about zombies? 

“They make a nice metaphor,” 
says Jason Pichonsky, one of the 
producers of Blood Red Canadian 
Dead. “In our case, (a metaphor) 
for outcasts of society, people that 
are just different. I mean, ‘The 
Walking Dead’ could be a 
metaphor for people that you don’t 
think are living their lives, they’re 
just going through the motions,” 
he said. 

“Zorabies are not the undesir- 
ables in our culture but the people 
that kind of get swept under the 
rug. In our last big shoot they 
started to learn. They might be on 
the verge of a revolution.” 

Pichonsky’s film (the other pro- 
ducers are Robert Fidler and Jason 
Hannley), will be an anthology 
consisting of several shorts, each 
one dealing with the satirical 
theme of zombies being worked 
into Canada’s multicultural mosa- 
ic. A subtitle for the film, inciden- 
tally, is X (However many shorts 
they end up shooting) Short Films 
About Zombies. Including filming 
done just a few weeks ago, 
Pichonsky and associates are up to 
about 10 shorts. 

“We want to make it feature

length but we want to make a 
short demo version of it first, 
about 20 minutes long,” said 
Pichonsky, a full-time video and 
film editor whose indie short 
Pirate TV was shown at last year’s 
Local Heroes Film Festival. 

Clinton Carew, writer/director 
of Caffeine, has his own thoughts 
on the zombie genre. “It’s nice on 
two levels,” he explains. “On one 
level you’ve got the whole kind of 
traditional social commentary that 
the zombie movie’s been involved 
with and on the other you’ve got 
the more recent opportunity for 
just shlock and gore. So if you can 
put those together into one film, 
you can end up with something 
pretty interesting.” 

The traditional social commen-

“You get the mass hysteria, you 


get the McCarthyism kicking in, in 
some of the really early ones. It’s 
hard to say whether you can call 
aliens from space turning people 
into drones a zombie movie. It 
kind of falls in there.” 

The zombies in Carew’s project, 
which is being produced by Wes 
Miron, are considerably less wel- 
come than Pichonsky’s misunder- 
stood outcasts — a promotional 
trailer features one being blown 
away by several simultaneous 
shotgun blasts, but there’s more to 
it than that. Carew, a veteran actor 
with 15 years’ experience on stage, 
says it’s pretty easy to make a 
zombie film “if your only concern 
is to see how many ways you can 
blow up a rotting corpse.” 

Caffeine goes beyond that. “It’s 
about a guy working in a small- 
town Alberta café that is starting 


to go out of business because a big 
Starbuck’s-type place has moved 
to town,” says Carew, a freelance 
film and video editor. “So, they get 
in a new kind of coffee that this 
travelling saleslady brings with 
her, to try and get their business 
back, and it has unfortunate side 
effects.” 

In the case of the third film, 
however, a love of zombie flicks 
was not a motivating factor. “The 
whole thing is, the zombies are a 
backdrop to what's happening,” 
explains Stefan Hutchinson, one of 
the producers of Songs of the 
Dead. “What is it like in a world 
where death doesn’t matter? The 
zombies are there, but they’re not 
really the focus.” 

Songs of the Dead, co-produced

Generous amounts of gushing, 
dripping and spurting blood are 
the dominant image throughout 
the movie, contrasting with often-

While many of the characters 
are bludgeoned, the irony rests in 
the fact that the plot moves for- 
ward through the complex unfold- 
ing of one bloody 
event after another.

Jutting out from 
the front was the “bally” platform, where “the - 
talker” did his shtick to draw in the midway 
crowd. Once he'd gathered a “tip” in front of the 
bally, he’d bring out some of the girls from the 
show for a taste of what went on inside. 

“In a typical show, you paid a dollar to get in 
and the dancers took off their tops and danced 
topless,” says Stencell, “Then the manager 
would come out and pitched you for another 
dollar to see the girls take off their bottoms. 
That was your basic cooch-girl show.” 

Cooch shows were the meat and potatoes of 
girl shows. They also became the raunchiest, By
